Consummation of Union Takes 
Place as June 10 is Usher- 


ed in. 


TORONTO, June 10.—A: one 
o'clock this (Wednesday) morn- 
ing, in the presence of a congre- 
gation that filled o capacity 
Knox Presbyterian Church, the 
general assembly of the continu- 
ing Presbyterian Church was 
formally constituted by the tn- 
terim moderator, Rev. Dr. D. G. 
McQueen of Edmontoa, 

The ceremony followed one of 
the most remarkable gatherings 
in the history of the Presbyterian 
Church, For two hours before 


the large congregation had spent 
the time in devotional exercises 


and inspifational singing. 


TORONTO, June 9.—(By Canadian 
Press)—In a little corner of College 
Street Church, in the aoise and bustle 


which followed a long, dramatic ses-/ 


rion and with curious cominissioners 
filling the aisles and pressing close, 
fn little group of men bowed their 
heads late this afternoon while Rev. 
Dr. D. G. McQueen of Edmonton led 


in prayer. 
It was the official birtn of the) 
continuing Presbyterian Church in 


Canada, and the participants were the 
anti-unionist commissioners to the 
fifty-first general assembly of the 
church. 

The last general assembly of the 
church as it was constituted up to 
midnight tonight was adjourned at 6 
o'clock until 9 a.m. on Wednesday, 
June 24, unless in the meantime its 
powers had been removed by 
Church Unton bill, 
effect at midnight tonight. There will, 
therefore, be no meeting on that 
date, The assembly declined to re- 
ceive a protest from the non-concur- 
rents, which was offered just before 
adjournment, on the ground that it 
was out of order. 

Tonight at 11:45 standard time, the 
non-concurrent commissioners are 
meeting in Knox Church and they 
will be in session at the birth of the 
day which ushers in officially the 
consummation of church unton, This 
they are doing in the expectation that 


it will assist in the preservation of; 


their legal rights—that their general 
assembly was in session on June JU. 
Atmosphere Is ‘Tense 

The atmosphere of the assembly 
hall was tense during the afternoon 
end the church wis crowded through- 
out the messton:; Itewas known that 
the non-concurrents intended present- 
ing a protest of some sort, but their 
exact plans ‘had not been reveaied. 

The. first step was taken by the 
Unionists, when a resolution wus in- 
troduced declaring that when the as- 
sembly adjourned it would stand ad- 
journed to June 24 ‘unless !» the 
meantime its tights, privileges, au- 
thority and power shall ‘have ceased 
under the terms of Section 22A of the 
Tinited Chureh of Cunada act, which 
Rives effect to the union formed by 
the free and independent action of 
the negotiating churches.” TRis was 
intended to prevent the non-concur- 
rents from declaring that out of the 
present assembly they were continu- 
ing the Presbyterian Church. The 
unti-unionists did 
resolution and thére was no debate 
on it. 

The church union committee then 
presented a reply to objeciions made 
by the anti-unionists Friday last that 
the assemply had no authority tq go 
into union and that the present as- 
vembly was not representative of the 
denomination, It was declared that 
the refusal of some 700 congregations 
to “accept the decision of the church 
courts and to have respect to the con- 
stituted authority of the church as 
represented by the geneial assombly"” 
i) no wise affected the principle that 
when the church reached a decision 
it was the church itself which acted 
on that decision. ‘No minority,” it 
v.as declared, ‘can over-rule the pur- 
ose of the church or usurp the name 
nnd authority of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada by the claim that 
the decision for union is not unanim- 


cus." 
Don't Deny Liberty 

“We do not deny to non-coneur- 
rents the liberty to withdraw from 
the church," continued the statement, 
“we simply deny their pretentions to 
be the Presbyterian Church in Can- 
nda as we deny their power to con- 
tinue the church, which by its own 
free decision has resolved to enter 
the union.” Of 38,751 worshipping 
units, it was stated, only 700 had 
voted against union.. Of 1,128 self- 
supporting charges, 952 had voted, 
and 825 had voted non-conourrence, 
Of the total membership less than 29 
per cent had voted against union; 80 
per cent of the ministry was unionist, 
and 95 per cent of the foreign mis- 
sionaries would serve under the 
United Church, 

“The mind of the church has been 
abundantly revealed,” it was said, 
“and the assembly in consummating 
union is giving final effect to the de- 
clared will of the church.” 

Rev. W. G. Brown, of Red Deer, 
told the assembly that 12.046 union- 
ists in the Maricime had 71 commis- 
sioners present, and 11.257 anti- 
unionists had one commissioner, He 
was told it would be out of order to 
dehate the reply of the committee 
aon was received without discus- 
sion. 

At the hour of adjournment the 
moderator, Rev, Dr, Pidgeon, said 
that Rev. Dr. T. Wardlaw Taylor, of 
Toronto, had asked permission to 
make a statement, It was, said the 
moderator, “an hour fraught with 
heart breaks for many people,” but 
they were still orothers and recogniz- 
ed the absolute sincerity of one an-

| power alliance, as it is assumed that 
'Italy will join, to preserve the peace 
,of Europe and guarantee the frontiers 
of France, Belgium and Germany as 
established under the Versailles 
treaty against violation from any side 
‘and will employ the whole of her de- 
fensive forces for this purpose. 

The pact will be pi-lateral, Britain 

undertaking to guarantee the fron- 
tiers against unprovoked attack by 
jeither France er Germany. But there 
\is an important proviso, The whole 
pact will be under the aegis of the 
League of Nations, which Germany 
imust join, and any action taken will 
}be under the league convenant, 
The pact which Mr. Chamberlain 
{negotiated will be certain to meet 
| strong criticism in the houge of com- 
mons, because many will contend that 
it involves Britain too deeply in pos- 
sible European embroilmentg.

ANY NEW LANDS 


\Policy of U.S. is Outlined to 
Exploration Party—Plan- 
{| ning Northern Trip. 


IS CONTROVERSIAL 


McMillan Expedition to Deter- 
mine Whether Polar Region 
Contains Continent. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—Legal of- 
ficers of the state department had un- 
der consideration today a request 
from Donald B. McMillan, Arctic ex- 
plorer, for information as to the at- 
titude the Washington government 
might take in the event that contro- 
versies might arise over any discover- 
jes of land by the expedition he will 
lead this summer into the polar re- 
gions. 

It is understood the letter raises 
questions involving the policies of the 
government in supporting claims to 
newly discovered lands, the primary 
object of the MacMillan expedition 
being to determine whether the vast 
unexplored area in the vicinity of the 
pole actually docs contain an un- 
known continent. 

It is held by some departmental of- 
ficials that the Washington govern- 
inent is committed to a policy of sup- 
porting claims to such lands only 
when physical discovery is followed 
by settlement or establishment of 
bases of supplies or some other act 
to prove thet the discovery is more 
than simply the raising of the flag 
cver the territory involved. 

This interpretation of United Btates 
policy suggests “interesting possibitt- 
ties in view of the Canadian claim to 
a vast stretch of unoccupied land 
north of Canada's accepted geogra- 
thical boundaries, across some parts 
ot which the MacMillan expedition 
will go by airplane from its ship base 
ut Etah. The fact that the land ts 
vnoccupied and that no attempt has 
been made to settle it apparently 
wotld place the Canadian claim in 
! doubt so far as acceptance of it is by 
this country concerned. 

In any event, the Washington gov- 
ernment las not as yet sought per- 
lynission for the MacMillan expedition 
to fly across lands embraced within 
the general Canadian claim of sover- 
elgnity, pithauss it invariably make

NO CAUSE FOR LAMENTATION.

Nobody has to leave Canada in order to 
make a living, and none of the next generation 
will have to do so, nor the generation after that. 


THE HOME BANK SETTLEMENT. 


Against a small minority, composed mainly of 
Conservatives and Progressives, the House of 
Commons agreed to vote $5,450;000 to be paid out 
as compensation to depositors who- lost money 
through the failure of the Home Bank. That Lib- 
erals should have been inclined to oppose the 
motion could be understood. Why Conservative 
and Progressive members should object is not so 
clear. If the Government owes the depositors 
anything Sir Thomas White is the man respons 
ible for the debt. And Mr. Crerar, former Pro- 
pressive leader, explicitiy dissociated himself 
from the claint that Sir Thomas should have shut 
down the institution. The Liberals merely inherit- 
ed the task of clearing up a muddle that develop- 
cd under a preceding administration, and for 
which that administration—if any—is at fault. 

The public will not complain about the giving 
of this measure of relief to the unfortunate de- 
positors in the Home Bank, provided the act is 
not construed to mean that the public treasury 
is responsible should another bank go to the wall. 
If the Government is to guarantee the security 
of bank deposits that will be a new departure, 
and one about which there will be some misgiving. 
Under any such arrangement there would have to 
be a much stricter Government control of bank- 
ing operations than in the past, and that control 
would have to be in the direction of restricting 
loans. Bank directors cannot be allowed to lend 
what they please to whom they please on the 
understanding that if ihe borrower cannot pay, 
or does not pay, the taxpayers of the country will 
have to. Whoever has to pay the piper must be al- 
lowed tu call the tune, and the ‘‘tune’’ the tax- 
payers would call under such an arrangement 
sould not be one of easy credit. 


A UNION OF CHURCHES. 


Today the legislation comes into effect which 
authorizes the Presbyterian, Methodist and Con- 
gregational churches to merge their organizations 
in what is to be known as the United Church of 
Canada. This union is the result of more than 
twenty years of discussion. The movement began 
in a desire to prevent ‘‘overlapping,’’ otherwise 
competition, between the denominations in places 
where separate church organizations could not be 
properly supported, or supported at all without 
financial assistance from larger and wealthier 
congregations. It has been facilitated by a wide 
feeling among members of all three denomina- 
tions that it was not essential to place so much 
emphasis upon the credal differences which for- 
merly drew sharp lines of distinetion between 
them. And in the West the formal amalgamation 
of the bodies has been hastened by the actual 
csatablishment of ‘‘union’’ churches in towns, vil- 
jages and country districts where formerly separ- 
ute charges had been maintained. So far as the 
Weat is concerned, and outside the cities, the Acts 
which sanction forma! union are rather a recog- 
nition of an already accomplished faet than a pro 
vision for a new departure in practice. 

While primarily a matter of direct concern 
oily to the members of the contraeting bodies, a 
union of churches reprezenting so large a propor- 
tion of the people of the Dominion is a fact the 
importance of which cannet be ignored by anyone 
who takes an interest in the moral, social or re- 
ligious conditions of the country. The churches 

a great part in giving tone to public spirit, 
standards of private conduct, and hence 

to the cireumstanees of life common to all. De- 
epite differences of doctrine they stand for cer- 
tain rules of living whieh make for neighborli- 
ness, charity, helpfulness, and the social! impulses 
which distinguish civilization from barbarism. 


_THE EDMONTON BULL 


Disregarding ‘altogether the essential purpose of 
their existence, these incidental results of their 
teaching and activities wield a powerful influ- 
euce for good in the comuunity, There are many 
critics of the churches, but it is significant that 
the crities continue to keep within those portions 
of the earth where popular sentiment and condi- 
tions of life have been shaped nad modified by 
religious teaching through the centuries, Any 
movement therefore which vitally affects the 
character or efficiency of the churches. or any of 
them, is a matter of concern to the public at large. 

What will be the bread results of this church 
merger is a subject of very keen controversy. It 
is Coubtful if any good purpose would be served 
by contributing to that very lively debate. ‘“In 
union there is strength.’’ But it is well to remem- 
ber that the rule does not always hold. That all 
clepends on who unites, and for what purpose, and 
with what spirit. It may be said with assurance 
that what the United Church will amount to rests 
with those who will have to determine its char- 
aeter and direct its activities. There is no auto- 
motive force in a union itself which makes the 
larger unit more powerful, more useful, or more 
prosperous than those of which it is composed. 
Numbers give strength when the numbers are 
animated by the essential motive. Otherwise the 
larger the organization the more pitiful its de- 
cline and the more far reaching the consequences 
of its ultimate collapse. If the United Church 
were to be content with counting heads and sum- 
ming up the material means at its disposal the 
union would be a collossal calamity. If there can 
Le transferred to the new organization the zeal 
end fidelity with which its members have sup- 
} orted the separate bodies to which they former- 
ly belonged it will fulfil the largest hopes of its 
advocates, and perhaps pave the way for a still 
more far-reaching consolidation of religiou- 
bodies.

THE PROGRESSIVES 
Montreal Gazette: 
The division in the ranks of the Progressive party 


in Parliament must have been serious. It took two 
duys’ discussion in private caucus to settle it, for the 
present, at least, and the resignation of the chief whip, 
Mr. J. Fred Johnston, of Last Mountain, was an un- 
usual incident. The whip’s is an unofficial, but im- 
portant, position. His duties are confidential. He 
makes arrangements with the representatives of other 
parties as to the debates, the time of division and the 
order of speaking, and within the party is in close com- 
minication with the party leader, That a whip should 
vote against his leader and his party is an unusual 
thing that suggests demoralization. Having seen fit 
to vote in an important division, that on the budget 
resolution, in favor of the Government and against the 
position taken by the leader and the majority of the 
Progressives, Mr. Johnston could not expect to retain 
his position of party whip. Another change that will 
follow the caucus will be the election of a chairman, 
Mr. Kennedy, the representative of Glengarry, having 
retired from the position. Mr. Kennedy also voted 
with the Government and against his party in the 
critical division, which might have been fatal to the 
Government had the Progressives not divided. 

The action taken wil! not be IHikriy to end the 
trouble. Indeed it may be but the beginning of condt- 
ticns that will reduce the Progressive representation 
in the House of Commons from a powerful group com- 
pelling consideration by the Government of its ideas, 
to the status of a faction which can hope for little or 
no influence. There is lacking among the Progres- 
sives the expectation of sometime atsaining office and 
controlling the administration, which has great force 
in holding either of the other parties together in the 
depressing days of opposition. In their case virtue is 
its own and only reward. ,
